The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  warrant  as  it  appeared 
in  the  1975  Annual  Report  showing  the  disposition  of 
each  Article  as  voted  at  Town  Meeting. 

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Sandwich  qualified 
to  vote  in  Town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  Town  on  Tuesday  the  2nd  day  of  March  next  from  2:00 
p.m.  until  7:00  p.m.  for  the  casting  of  ballots,  and  at 
7:30  p.m.  Wednesday,  March  3rd  1976  at  the  new  Town 
Garage  to  act  upon  the  following  articles. 

(EXPLANATION,  Article  1  relating  to  the  election  of 
Town  Officers  will  be  taken  up  on  Tuesday  and  polls  will 
be  open  until  7:00  o'clock.  A  second  session  to  con- 
sider all  other  business  will  be  held  March  3rd  at  7:30 
p.m.  as  per  vote  of  the  Town  to  accept  provisions  of 
RSA  39:2-a). 

1.  To  elect  by  official  ballot  all  necessary  town 
officers  for  the  ensuing  year.  Voted  in  affirmative. 

2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  determine  by  vote  the  sala- 
ries and  or  other  compensation  of  its  Officers  and 
Agents  at  the  following  rates: 

1.  Selectmen  $750.00  per  year  plus  $4.00  per  hour 
for  special  work  such  as  assessing,  bookwork  etc 
and  $.18  per  mile  for  mileage  in  connection  with 
such  special  work. 

2.  Town  Treasurer  $700.00  per  year  plus  expenses. 

3.  Deputy  Treasurer  $100.00  per  year  plus  expenses. 

4.  Tax  Collector  $1200.00  per  year  plus  expenses 
provided  that  Article  5  is  voted  in  the  affirma- 
tive. If  Article  5  is  not  voted  in  the  affirma- 
tive the  salary  to  be  $700.00  per  year  plus  ex- 
penses. 
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5.  Deputy  Tax  Collector  $100.00  per  year  plus  ex- 
penses. 

6.  Town  Clerk  $500.00  per  year  plus  expenses  and 
Auto  Permit  Fees. 

7.  Highway  Road  Agent  $100.00  per  year  plus  regular 
hourly  rate. 

8.  Moderator  $4.00  per  hour  for  service  rendered  at 
Town  Meeting  and  all  other  Town,  State  and  Na- 
tional Elections. 

9.  Ballot  Inspectors  $3.00  per  hour. 

10.  Supervisors  of  Checklist  $125.00  per  year  plus 
$3.00  per  hour  for  additional  work  incurred. 

11.  Treasurer  of  Trust  Funds,  $450.00. 

12.  Forest  Fire  Warden,  $100.00. 

This  article  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  Taxes,  the  same  to 
be  paid  from  revenue  of  1976.  Voted  in  affirmative. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select 
-men  to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate 
acquired  by  the  Town  through  Tax  Collector  Deed  or 
Deeds  and  as  agents  of  the  Town  give  Deed  or  Deeds 
thereof.  Voted  in  the  affirmative. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Tax  Collector 
to  collect  taxes  semi-annually  per  RSA  76:15a.  "A 
partial  payment  of  the  taxes  assessed  on  April  first 
in  any  tax  year  computed  by  taking  the  prior  year 
assessed  valuation  times  one  half  of  the  previous 
year  tax  rate;  provided,  however,  that  whenever  it 
shall  appear  to  the  Selectmen  or  assessor  that  cer- 
tain individual  properties  have  physically  changed 
in  valuation  they  may  use  the  current  year  appraisal 
times  one  half  the  previous  year's  tax  rate  to  com- 
pute the  partial  payment.  Partial  payment  of  taxes 
assessed  under  this  section  shall  be  due  and  payable 
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on  July  first  of  the  present  tax  year.  A  payment 
of  the  remainder  of  the  taxes  assessed  on  April 
first,  minus  the  payment  due  on  July  first  of  that 
year  shall  be  due  and  payable  December  first. 
Interest  at  the  rate  of  six  percent  shall  be  char- 
ged on  all  taxes  not  paid  between  July  first  and 
December  first.  Interest  charged  after  December 
first  shall  be  in  the  amount  prescribed  in  RSA

In  order  to  provide  the  residents  of  Sandwich, N.H. 
with  proper  fire  protection,  the  Sandwich  Volunteer 
Fire  Department  (hereafter  known  as  SVFD)  shall  oper- 
ate with  this  organization  and  code  of  conduct. 

Article  I 

Code  of  Conduct:  The  SVFD  is  charged  with  the 
following,  but  not  limited  to,  being  efficient,  res- 
pectable, useful  to  the  citizens  of  the  community, to 
conduct  themselves  in  an  orderly  and  peaceful  manner 
while  in  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  to  abide  by 
the  laws  and  regulations  of  the  department. 

Article  II 

Organization:  There  is  hereby  established  within 
and  for  the  Town  of  Sandwich  a  volunteer  fire  depart- 
ment to  consist  of  three  Fire  Wards,  a  Fire  Chief, 
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First  assistant  fire  chief,  Second  assistant  fire 
chief,  and  such  other  fire  officers  and  volunteer 
firemen  as  deemed  necessary. 

Article  III 
APPOINTMENT  OF  PERSONNEL  OF  THE  SVFD 

A.  Fire  Wards:  There  shall  be  three  Fire  Wards. 
They  will  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. The 
first  year  these  rules  are  in  effect,  one  Fire  Ward 
will  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  three  years,  one  for 
a  term  of  two  years,  and  one  for  a  term  of  one  year. 
Thereafter,  there  shall  be  one  new  or  reappointment 
each  year  for  a  term  of  three  years. 

B.  Fire  Chief:  The  Fire  Chief  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Selectmen  upon  recommendation  of  the  Fire 
Wards  annually  at  the  third  weekly  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  in  March.  The  Fire  Wards  shall 
the  right  to  remove  the  Fire  Chief  at  any  time  for 
which,  in  their  judgement  is  good  and  sufficient 
cause  after  a  public  hearing  if  hearing  is  requested. 

C.  Fire  Officers:  The  Fire  Officers  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Fire  Wards  giving  due  consideration 
to  the  recommendations  of  the  Fire  Chief. They  shall 
hold  office  concurrently  with  the  Fire  Chief  for  one 
year.  The  Fire  Wards  shall  have  the  right  to  remove 
any  fire  officer  at  any  time  for  any  cause  which,  in 
their  judgement  is  a  good  and  sufficient  cause. 

D.  Volunteers:  The  volunteer  firemen  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Fire  Wards,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Fire  Chief.  Such  appointment  shall  continue 
until  the  member  resigns,  moves  from  Town,  or  is  re- 
moved by  the  Fire  Wards  upon  recommendation  of  the 
Fire  Chief  for  cause  which,  in  their  judgement  is  a 
good  and  sufficient  cause. 

E.  Restrictions:  No  person  shall  hold  more  than 
one  office  in  the  structure  of  Selectmen,  Fire  Ward, 
Fire  Chief  and  Fire  Officers.  A  person  may  hold  any 
other  elective  or  appointive  office  and  membership 
in  the  department. 
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F.  Vacancies:  Vacancies  occuring  at  any  level  in 
the  organization  shall  be  filled  promptly  in  accord- 
ance with  the  procedures  designated  above. 

G.  Physical  Examination:  The  present  members  of 
the  SVFD  shall  have  a  physical  examination  within  60 
days  from  the  passage  of  this  article  at  Town  Meet- 
ing. All  prospective  new  members  shall  have  a  com- 
plete physical  examination,  with  medical  approval, 
prior  to  approval  by  the  Fire  Wards.  Reexamination 
shall  be  required  every  five  years  for  all  members 
unless  medical  requirements  dictate  otherwise.  Anon- 
completed  or  failed  physical  examination  shall  be 
grounds  for  dismissal  from  the  Department.  A  member 
who  fails  a  physical  examination  and  therefore  is 
dismissed  from  the  Department  may, upon  correcting 
the  preexisting  problems  and  satisfactorily  complet- 
ing the  examination,  be  reinstated  by  the  Fire  Wards. 
The  examination  shall  consist  of,  but  not  be  limited 
to:  chest  X-ray,  blood  pressure,  condition  of  eyes, 
ears,  nose  and  throat,  and  presence  or  absence  of 
hernia.  All  required  physical  examinations  will  be 
provided  and  paid  for  by  the  Town. 

Article  IV 
FINANCIAL  PROCEDURE 

A.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Fire  Chief  to  sub- 
mit to  the  Fire  Wards  an  itemized  estimate  of  the 
monies  required  to  be  appropriated  and  raised  for  all 
purposes  relating  to  the  operation  of  the  SVFD  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

B.  The  Fire  Wards  shall  review, and  if  necessary 
in  their  judgement,  amend  the  Chief's  estimates,  and 
present  them  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  Fire 
Wards  shall  supervise  the  expenditures  of  appropri- 
ated funds  to  make  certain  the  intent  of  the  approp- 
riation is  carried  out.  They  may  transfer  funds  from 
one  item  to  another  included  in  the  appropriation  if 
they  deem  it  necessary.,  up  to  10%  of  that  item. They 
shall  submit  any  changes  greater  than  that  amount  to 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  approval. 

C.  The  Selectmen  shall  review  the  itemized  est- 
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imate,  and  if  necessary  in  their  judgement,  amend 
the  estimate  and  include  it  in  the  Town  Warrant. They 
will  review  all  bills  submitted  against  the  approp- 
riation, and  those  approved  by  them  will  be  paid  by 
the  Town  Treasurer. 

Article  V 

A.  The  Fire  Wards  shall  have  such  powers  as  are 
specifically  granted  by  this  ordinance  and  shall 
have  general  organizational  and  administrative  sup- 
ervision and  control  over  the  Fire  Department;  and 
shall  establish  general  policy  for  the  operation  of 
the  Department  not  inconsistent  herewith. 

B.  The  Fire  Chief  shall  carry  out  the  policies 
as  adopted  by  the  Fire  Wards,  and  shall  be  respons- 
ible for  (1)  the  training  of  fire  fighters;  (2)  the 
care  and  preservation  of  fire  equipment,  apparatus, 
and  water  supplies;  (3)  the  control  and  suppression 
of  fires  (  being  designated  the  Fire  Officer-in- 
charge  with  authority  as  provided  in  RSA  154:7);  the 
direction  and  control  of  all  engines  and  other  app- 
aratus; the  government  and  direction  of  all  persons 
and  proceedings  relating  to  any  fire;  the  enforce- 
ment of  rules  or  laws,  state  or  local,  pertaining  to 
control  of  combustibles  and  authority  to  make 
inspections  as  provided  in  RSA  154:2;  and  shall  re- 
port to  the  Fire  Wards  when  requested  to  do  so. 

Article  VI 

Inconsistent:  Any  by-laws,  or  part  thereof,  in- 
consistent with  the  provisions  of  these  by-laws  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Article  VII 

Constitutionality:  The  invalidity  or  unconsti- 
tutionality of  any  part  of  this  by-law  shall  not 
affect  any  other  part  thereof. 

Article  VIII 

Effect:  This  by-law  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage  at  Town  Meeting  on  March  9,  1977. 
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Article  IX 

Changes:  Any  change  deemed  necessary  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  shall  be  put  into  effect  by  them 
until  the  next  Town  Meeting  when  such  change  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  voters  as  a  proposed  amendment 
to  these  by-laws  for  approval  or  rejection.

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town   officials

ingly included  such  tests  of  the  accounting   records 
and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  were  considered 
necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

Verification  of  uncollected  and  unredeemed  taxes 
was  made  by  mailing  notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers  as 
indicated  by  the  Collector's  records.  The  amounts  of 
uncollected  and  unredeemed  taxes  as  indicated  in  this 
report  are  therefore  subject  to  any  changes  which  may 
be  necessitated  by  the  return  of  verification  notices. 

Conclusion: 


The  provisions  of  Chapter  71-A,  Section  21,  of  the 
Revised  Statutes  Annotated  require  that  the  auditors' 
summary  of  findings  and  recommendations  (  letter  of 
transmittal)  shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual  re- 
port of  the  Town.

Summary  of  Significant  Accounting  Policies: 

Funds: 

Under  governmental  accounting,  self-balancing  fin- 
ancial statements  are  prepared  for  each  fund.  A  fund 
is  defined  as  an  independent  fiscal  and  accounting  en- 
tity with  a  self-balancing  set  of  accounts,  recording 
cash  and/or  other  resources  together  with  all  related 
liabilities,  obligations,  reserves  and  equities  which 
are  segregated  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  specific 
activities  or  attaining  certain  objectives  in  accord- 
ance with  special  regulations  or  limitations.  Please 
refer  to  the  exhibits  enumerated  in  the  table  of  con- 
tents for  the  funds  included  in  this  report. 


Accounting  Method: 

The  general  accounting  system  of  the  Town  of  Sand- 
wich is  on  the  cash  basis  except  for  the  accountabil- 
ity of  taxes  and  substantial  accounts  receivable.lt  is 
the  practice  of  the  Town  to  carry  forward  unexpended 
capital  or  special  expenditure  appropriations,  repre  - 
senting  those  expenses  which  are  committed  or  actually 
incurred.  General  operating  expenses  are  budgeted  on  a 
twelve-month  basis.  Routine  bills  received  after  Dec- 
ember 31,  are  included  in  the  subsequent  year.  This 
practice  is  consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  fis- 
cal years. 

General  Fixed  Assets: 


The  Town  does  not  maintain  a  record  of  fixed  ass- 
ets. Accordingly,  a  report  of  this  type  fund  was  not 
included  within  the  scope  of  this  audit. 
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Motor  Vehicle  Permit  Fees: 

The  present  system  inaugurated  by  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  in  issuing  motor  vehicle  permits  to  the 
Town  Clerks  creates  an  audit  problem  due  to  the  fact 
that  the  permits  are  preprinted  and  are  not  issued  by 
the  Clerk  and  subsequently  recorded  in  the  cash  book 
in  numerical  order. 

Although  our  examination  of  the  records  included 
such  tests  as  we  considered  necessary  to  express  an 
opinion  on  the  financial  statements,  it  is  not  pract- 
ical to  account  for  100%  of  the  motor  vehicle  permits 
issued  to  the  Clerk  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.

ANNUAL  REPORT  1976 

It  was  another  busy  year  for  the  Sandwich  Planning 
Board. 

We  held  two  public  meetings  on  the  Federal  Flood 
Insurance  Building  Code.  This  building  code  is  requir- 
ed by  the  Federal  Flood  Insurance. 

The  Planning  Board  has  made  available  to  the  Town 
an  official  Sandwich  Road  Map.  These  are  on  sale  at  the 
stores  in  town  for  $  1.00  each. 

Several  members  of  the  Board  attended  one  or  more 
lectures  on  Municipal  Law  and  found  them  to  be  ^ery  en- 
lightening. 

Mr.  Jim  Haines  of  the  U.  S.  Soil  Conservation  Ser- 
vice was  called  in  at  the  request  of  the  Recreational 
Development  Corporation  and  the  Sandwich  Planning  Board 
to  check  the  soils  within  their  development  on  Foss 
Flats  Road.  The  Board  would  not  approve  the  lots  in  the 
back  of  the  development  until  Mr.  Haines  ok'd  the  soils 
for  building. 

A  proposed  development  on  the  Middle  Road  was  not 
approved  by  the  Board  because  we  could  see  that  the 
Town  would  be  forced  to  rebuild  the  road  at  an  estimat- 
ed cost  of  $  131,000.00  if  thirteen  more  homes  were 
built  on  the  lots. 

We  are  finding  that  most  subdivisions  are  five  or 
more  acres. 

The  Board  has  had  yery  good  cooperation  from  the 
Fire  Department  in  reviewing  subdivisions  for  fire  pro- 
tection. 

We  are  now  studying  requirements  for  adding  cond- 
ominiums to  our  Subdivision  Zoning  Regulations. 

Your  Planning  Board  members  are  all  volunteers  and 
put  in  many  hours  attending  out-of-town  meetings  and 
traveling  around  town  for  on-site  inspections  at  their 
own  expense.  They  deserve  your  gratitude,  your  praise 
and  your  support.

1976  saw  continued  growth  in  the  use  of  the 
Library  and  its  facilities.  Book  circulation  was  up 
substantially  and  the  number  of  Library  card  holders 
also  showed  a  good  increase.  Our  record  collection  was 
enlarged  and  continued  to  be  popular,  especially  with 
the  young  people.  Many  townsfolk  continue  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  the  attractive  and,  in  this  severe  winter, 
warm  periodicals  area  to  peruse  our  complete  selection 
of  newspapers  and  magazines. 

We  owe  much  of  the  growth  in  popularity  and  use 
to  the  promotional  activities  of  the  Friends  of  the 
Library,  chaired  this  year  cooperatively  by  Mrs.  Edmund 
Claxton  and  Mrs.  John  W.  Laverack.  The  Friends  ran 
monthly  evening  programs  of  pictures  and  talks.  Also 
this  year  saw  the  continuation  of  their  very  popular 
noon-time  book  reviews  called  "Books  Sandwiched  In" 
which  were  held  during  the  winter  months. 

Our  Librarian,  Mrs.  Walter  A.  Forbes,  started  a 
house  plant  exchange  that  met  with  immediate  success. 

For  the  Bicentennial  we  had  a  special  week-long 
display  of  pen  and  ink  drawings  provided  by  the  State 
Library.  We  also  had  appropriate  buntings  on  the  out- 
side of  the  building.  Thanks  again  to  the  Friends,  one 
of  the  most  applauded  floats  in  the  town's  Bicentenn- 
ial Parade  was  our  "You  Can  Read  A  Book  Anywhere". 

The  Library  was  the  recipient  of  an  unrestrict- 
ed legacy  of  $500.00  from  the  estate  of  the  late  Henry 
G.  Balch  who  was  Chairman  of  our  Board  of  Trustees  for 
a  number  of  years. 

During  the  summer  Mrs.  Forbes  had  the  assist- 
ance of  Susan  Sweet  who  worked  for  us  under  a  Federal 
Government  grant  in  connection  with  her  studies  at 
U.N.H.  They  completed  the  up-dating  of  all  our  card 
files  which  makes  it  easier  for  readers  to  use  the 
library. 

With  the  great  increase  in  the  cost  of  fuel 
that  we  have  all  experienced  we  became  more  aware  of 
the  high  cost  of  keeping  our  building  warm,  and  in 
December  we  had  a  12  inch  blanket  of  insulation  in- 
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stalled  in  the  old  part  of  the  building  where  there 
was  none  at  all.  An  additional  6  inches  was  put  in 
over  the  ceiling  in  the  new  addition.  This  should  make 
it  less  costly  for  us  to  keep  the  place  comfortable 
for  our  users.  Do  come  in  and  enjoy  it. 

In  December  Mrs.  Raymond  H.  Mauch  resigned  her 
position  as  Trustee  after  more  than  10  years  service 
to  the  Library  as  Trustee  and  officer  of  the  Friends. 
We'll  miss  her  help.

We  are  pleased  to  report  again  this  year  that  our  fire  re- 
cord has  been  very  good  with  only  one  serious  structural  fire, 
the  James  Mulligan  cottage  at  Durgin's  Bridge  on  Oct.  3rd. 

It  should  be  pointed  out  that  this  fire  was  caused  by  an  in- 
experienced person  incorrectly  using  a  kerosene  stove,  which  had 
been  cleaned  and  re-assembled  incorrectly  by  another  inexperienc- 
ed person.  Please  seek  the  advice  of  your  Fire  Department  or  help 
from  a  professional  in  the  use,  cleaning  or  installation  of  any 
heating  device. 

With  the  continuing  and  increased  use  of  wood  for  heating  we 
again  urge  all  to  have  their  chimneys  checked  and  cleaned  if  nec- 
essary. It  has  come  to  the  attention  of  the  Fire  Department  that 
Metalbestos  chimney  pipes  are  presenting  problems  when  used  with 
wood  stoves.  If  you  have  a  chimney  fire  in  one  of  these  chimneys, 
check  or  have  someone  check  to  see  that  the  inner  liner  has  not 
distorted  as  it  may  well  reduce  or  cut  off  completely  the  flue 
and  at  the  same  time  make  the  chimney  unsafe  to  use. 

A  word  of  caution  to  those  who  have  electric  heat  in  their 
homes.  Keep  all  combustible  objects  away  from  these  units  as  it 
is  entirely  possible  for  the  unit  to  set  them  on  fire.  This  is 
particularly  true  of  any  of  the  plastic  foams  such  as  pillows.  We 
had  one  such  call  this  past  year.  The  fumes  from  such  a  fire  are 
very  toxic. 

Training  for  department  members  continues  and  thirteen  of 
our  members  concluded  a  six  week  state  training  class  in  pumps 
and  pump  operation.  We  had  21  man  days  of  attendance  at  the  annual 
weekend  training  school  at  Lilly  Pond  this  year.  Each  man  is  re- 
quired to  attend  a  minimum  of  four  hours  of  training  or  drill 
each  months . 

In  closing,  in  behalf  of  the  Department  I  wish  to  extend  my 
sincere  and  grateful  thanks  to  our  ladies  auxiliary  (the  Sirens), 
the  Junior  Fire  Department,  the  members  of  the  Lakes  Region  Mut- 
ual Fire  Aid  Assoc,  and  finally  but  not  least  of  all  to  the 
officers  and  men  of  your  Fire  Department  who  have  given  so  freely 
of  their  time  all  at  no  expense  to  the  town.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF 

Since  its  beginning  in  1893,  the  State  Forestry 
Department  has  recognized  the  fact  that  forest  fire 
prevention  and  suppression  is  a  joint  state  and  town 
or  city  responsibility.  Local  authorities  recommend 
names  of  persons  to  the  State  Forester,  who  appoints 
one  person  as  town  or  city  fire  warden  and  several 
other  persons  as  town  or  city  deputy  fire  wardens  to  a 
three  year  term. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  controls  the  kindl- 
ing of  all  outside  fires,  when  the  ground  is  not  cover- 
ed with  snow,  by  issuing  a  written  permit  for  kindling 
a  fire.  Permits  are  only  issued  at  such  times  and  in 
such  places  as  the  fire  warden  deems  as  safe. 

The  State  Forest  Fire  Service  trains  the  local 
forest  fire  organization  in  modern  forest  fire  prevent- 
ion and  suppression  tactics.  The  State  also  provides 
backup  personnel  and  equipment  for  suppression  and 
prevention  activities. 

The  combination  of  State  and  local  forces  has 
resulted  in  one  of  the  smallest  acreage  loss  due  to 
forest  fires  in  the  United  States  for  the  past  20 
years .

ANNUAL  REPORT  1976 


1976  was  once  again  a  year  of  growth  and  development  for  the 
Sandwich  Police  Department. 

There  are  five  points  which  are  the  most  important  to  the 
department  and  which  this  report  shall  highlight. 

First,  it  appears  that  more  and  more  young  people  seem  to  be 
coming  to  our  community  from  the  surrounding  areas  for  other  than 
legal  purposes.  The  parties  being  held  often  lend  themselves  to 
illegal  use  of  controlled  drugs.  Perhaps  even  more  alarming  is 
the  problem  of  youngsters  at  these  parties  consuming  alcoholic 
beverages  and  then  attempting  to  return  to  their  respective  commun- 
ities. The  increase  in  serious  personal  injury  accidents  in  Sand- 
wich was  substantial  this  year.  All  were  caused  by  the  teenage 
drinking  driver  I 

Nowhere  is  the  cooperation  of  the  public  needed  more  than 
in  the  area  of  youths  and  alcoholic  beverage  consumption.  Those 
parents  which  condon  such  action  by  supervising  youthful  parties 
at  their  homes  should  give  very  careful  consideration  to  civil 
suit  by  the  parents  of  those  injured  coming  from  a  party  where  il- 
legal activites  were  allowed.  The  police  department  can  do  little 
until  the  effects  of  these  parties  make  their  way  to  the  highway. 
And  then  it  is  often  too  late  I 

The  citizens  of  Sandwich  have  made  the  police  department  the 
successful  operation  that  it  is.  Without  your  continued  support 
and  vigilance  we  will  not  be  able  to  continue  to  offer  the  same 
level  of  protection  of  the  past. 

This  past  summer,  the  town  through  the  cooperation  of  the 
New  Hampshire  Highway  Safety  Agency  was  able  to  hire  an  officer 
for  the  summer  months.  This  added  manpower  allowed  two  shifts  a 
day  so  that  the  town  actually  had  a  man  on  duty  16  hours  per  day 
instead  of  eight.  This  manpower  gave  the  department  much  versatil- 
ity. Investigations  were  better  done  and  motor  vehicle  activity 
increased  as  more  time  was  available  to  make  our  highways  safer. 
It  is  anticipated  that  the  Crime  Commission  will  be  in  a  position 
to  fund  this  manpower  for  the  summer  of  1977. 

The  youth  of  a  community  are  our  future.  The  one  program 
which  the  town  should  point  to  with  pride  is  the  Cadet  program. 
While  much  opposition  continues  against  this  program  by  citizens  of 
Sandwich,  the  program  continues.  The  State  of  New  Hampshire  Cadet 
Program  is  headed  by  Chief  Huard  of  Sandwich.  The  program,  spon- 
sored by  the  New  Hampshire  Chief's  of  Police  Association,  the 
Governor's  Commission  on  Crime  and  Delinquency  and  the  Daniel  Web- 
ster Council  BSA  Exploring  Division  has  proven  to  be  one  of  the 
most  successful  programs  in  the  United  States  I  In  New  Hampshire, 
where  263  youths  have  gone  through  the  program,  74%  have  remained 
in  the  Criminal  Justice  System  Chris  Jackson,  Sandwich's  cadet 
last  year  is  presently  enrolled  at  the  University  of  Maine  in  the 
Criminal  Justice  Program.  For  $  86.00  the  town  certainly  made  a 
sound  investment. 
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In  September,  the  Department  once  again  was  successful  in 
apprehending  part  of  the  "Lewiston  Gang".  Three  men  have  been 
charged  with  Burglary  as  a  result  of  the  quick  action  of  the  Sand- 
wich Police.  These  men  all  face  Superior  Court  action  in  March.  It 
would  be  an  extreme  remission  to  not  take  this  opportunity  to 
thank  the  terrific  cooperation  of  the  Carroll  County  Sheriff's 
Office  and  the  N.  H.  State  Police  in  this  investigation.  Without 
the  help  of  these  organizations  our  continued  success  would  be 
limited. 

In  closing,  I  must  publicly  thank  Sgt.  Bernard  Swan  who  has 
totally  committed  himself  to  the  community.  His  unselfish  dedica- 
tion is  and  never  will  be  compensated  for  by  the  community  which 
surrounds  him.  To  Officer  Prentice,  I  express  my  thanks  to  a  fine 
law  enforcement  person  who  is  dedicated  to  doing  well  or  not  at 
all.  To  all  those  persons  who  have  helped  to  make  the  depart- 
ment's functioning  possible,  thank  you.
